The family of CharleyH. Gdchrist _| 
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Vincent Alexander of Freeman's Creek District

Vincent Alexander lived in Lewis County about 50 years, a farmer who 
made his home in the northwestern part of the county in Freeman's Creek 
District. He raised eight children and buried one. 


He was born 12 May 1798 in Northumberland County, Va., the son of 
Rawleigh and Elizabeth Alexander. After his father died in Northumberland 
County, in 1803, Vincent’s mother brought him and his siblings to the (now) 
Lewis County area. It is unknown why she made the decision, although she 
may have been related to the Hurst family who later settled in the Freeman's 
Creek District of Lewis County. 


We know very little about Vincent's ancestry. We'll begin with what we 
know about Vincent's father. Rawleigh Alexander lived in St. Stephens Parish, 
Northumberland County, Va., which is located south of the Potomac River and 
along the Chesapeake Bay. His parentage is unknown. 


The earliest record we find of Rawleigh Alexander is in Northumberland 
County Order Book 1749-1753, page 101. Dated 13 Nov 1750, it says: 
"Rawleigh Alexander is by the court bound to Thomas Hughlett till he arrives to 
the age of twenty one years and the said Hughlett is to Learn him the trade of a 
shoemaker and to read and write and pay his Freedom dues according to Law. 
Whereupon Edwin Fielding and John Mash became his Securities in the Penalty 
of L100 Current Money for the due Performance of the same". 


It is a possibility that Rawleigh may have been orphaned or illegitimate, 
since no parents were named in his apprenticeship. Generally, if a child was 
orphaned it would be noted in the apprenticeship records. Apprenticeships 
usually began at about the age of 14, so we believe Rawleigh was probably 
born about 1736. 


The master usually treated an apprentice as a member of the family. 
Skilled craftsmen, such as shoemakers, earned very good wages for their 
products. 


Usually when the father did not have enough land to divide among all of 
his boys, the older sons would get the land and the younger ones would be 
apprenticed out to learn a trade. This information provided by personal letter 
dated 3 Nov 1991 from W. Preston Haynie, author of “Northumberland County 
Virginia Apprenticeships 1650-1750". 


The marriage date of Rawleigh Alexander and his first wife, Mary 
Hughlett daughter of Thomas and Judith Hughlett, is unknown. They were 
married sometime before Thomas Hughlett's death in 1766, when the following 
court order was recorded in Record Book 7, page 2: ‘in obedience to an order 
of court held for Northumberland County dated the 8th day of September 
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1766, we the appointed persons did meet at Thomas Hughlett's and possessed 
Rawleigh Alexander with his wife's part of her deceased father's estate 
according to the order. Signed: Eben Nelms, Richard Walker and James 
Daugherty". 


Rawleigh's parentage is guesswork at this time. His father may have been 
Ewell Alexander, who was born ca 1720 and died before 9 Apr 1770. If our 
birth year for Rawleigh is correct, Ewell would have only been 16 at the time of 
Rawleigh's birth, making it very possible that Rawleigh was illegitimate. Ewell's 
parents were probably John and Ann Alexander. When Ann Alexander, John's 
widow, died in 1757, she made specific reference in her will to a grandson's 
"heir, lawfully begotten of his body". This may be a clue to Rawleigh's status, 
or perhaps non-status in the family. 


Rawleigh bought the plantation that originally belonged to Ann and John 
Alexander. During the years 1774 and 1775, he purchased parcels of the land 
from the remaining heirs named in Ann's will. It is a guess on the author's 
part, but it would seem he felt the land was rightfully his, perhaps because he 
descended from Ann and John. 


| "Roughliell Alexander was named guardian of minor children, Ellis and 
Elizabeth Alexander, in the Northumberland County will of James Alexander 
dated 7 May 1778. James referred to Rawleigh as his “trusty friend" and named 
him the executor of his estate. 


Rawleigh's name appears in many court records as administrator for 
several estates and for security of bonds. 


We have found no record of Rawleigh serving as a soldier. in the 
American Revolution. However, records indicate he provided 12 pounds of 
bacon and drove "cattle to the army" to be used as provisions by the 
Continental Army in 1781. 


Tax records for 1782 of St. Stephens Parish show him with 10 whites 
and four blacks; in 1784, with nine whites and one black. Perhaps it was 
during this time period that his first wife, Mary Hughlett, died. 


The 1787 tax list of Northumberland County shows Rawleigh with six 
slaves, two horses and 12 head of cattle. 


Rawleigh married Elizabeth Smoot 11 Sep 1789. Elizabeth was the 
widow of Charles Smoot, a grandson of John and Ann Alexander. Charles died 
in 1787, leaving Elizabeth with five children: Thomas, William, Charles, Winifred 
and Elizabeth. The 1789 Northumberland County tax records show "Betty 
Smoot" with one horse and two cows. 


Rawleigh's will, written 23 Jul 1803, probated 8 Oct 1804, and recorded 
in Northumberland County Fiduciary Book 17, page 229, made the following 
provisions: “My land to my wife, and Lucy Alexander, and Sarah Alexander, 
during their single lives, and afterwards to be sold and the money to be equally 
divided between Ewel, Thomas, Rawleigh, John, Polly, Lucy and Sally Alexander. 
To my daughter Betty Alexander - negro girl Peggy. To my son Vincent 
Alexander - negro boy Peter. To my son Jesse D. Alexander - negro boy Joe. 
Negro woman Siller, to be free and to live with any of my children she chooses.

The rest of my estate to my seven children Ewel, Thomas, Rawleigh, John, Polly, 
Lucy and Sally. If any of my children should try to pick any hole or take 
advantage as to the legality of this will shall be cut off with ten shillings, and 
their part to be divided among the rest of my children". 


Northumberland County Fiduciary Book 17, page 449, dated 14 jul 1806, 
records the estate division. It leaves to Rawleigh’s widow, Elizabeth, and the 
children from his first marriage, one Negro slave and 66.10 pounds, each. 


Included in the inventory of Rawleigh's property were 12 slaves - Will, 
Jack, Siller, Betty of child, Nancy of child in dispute, Hannah, Spencer, Sam, 
Peter, Peggy, Joe and David. He also owned five beds, assorted furniture, a 
coffee pot and coffee mill, a parcel of old books, four spinning wheels, 15 
hogs, two yoke of oxen, cattle, and much more, although nothing that appears 
to be the tools of a shoemaker. 


According to W. Preston Haynie’s “A Northumberland County Bookshelf,” 
John Alexander's inventory in 1749 included a parcel of books, Ann Alexander's 
inventory in 1757 included a parcel of books, and Ewell Alexander's inventory 
in 1770 included a parcel of books. Might they have been the same parcel of 
books that Rawleigh’s inventory listed? Maybe not, but its food for thought. It 
does indicate that the family was literate. The inventory of Rawleigh's youngest 
son, Vincent, also contained a set of books. 


It should also be noted that many people have misread Rawleigh’s name 
as Rody in the death record of his son, Vincent, recorded in Lewis Co. (W)Va. It 
appears to have been spelled Rolly but the handwriting is misleading. 


Children of Rawleigh and Mary (Hughlett) Alexander were as follows: 


1. Ewel Alexander was named administrator of Rawleigh’s estate, along 
with his brother Thomas. A probate record for Ewel Alexander is dated 
10 May 1815. Two marriage records exist for the name Ewel Alexander 
after Rawleigh's death: to Sally Dollins 13 Feb 1808, and to Alice Dodson 
28 May 1817. It is unknown if either of these Ewel Alexanders is the son 
of Rawleigh. 

2. John Alexander was named in the wills of his younger brother, Rawleigh, 
and sister Sally. 

3. Lucy Alexander married John Bailey 27 jun 1809, in Northumberland 
County. She was named an heir in the wills of her sister Sally, and 
younger brother, Rawleigh. 

4. Thomas Alexander was named administrator to Rawleigh’s estate, along 
with his brother, Ewel. Marriage records in Northumberland County show 
a Thomas Alexander married 2 Feb 1802, to Mary E. Christopher. He was 
widowed soon after, then married 4 Sep 1802, to Winifred Hornsby. It is 
unknown if this Thomas Alexander is the son of Rawleigh. 

5. Rawleigh Alexander died in 1805, Northumberland County. The will of 
this Rawleigh, dated 20 Aug 1805 and probated 13 Jan 1806, left his 
estate to his sisters, Lucy and Sally, and his brother, John. 

6. Mary Alexander was born 25 Jan 1770. She died before 1773, 
Northumberland County. 
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7. Mary "Polly" Alexander, born in 1773, Northumberland County, married 
Isaac Edwards in 1799. 

8 Sarah "Sally" Alexander was born 26 Feb 1778 and died in 1805, 
Northumberland County. She remained single. Her will, probated 13 Jan 
1806, leaves her estate to her brother, John Alexander, and her sister, 
Lucy Alexander. 


Children of Rawleigh and Elizabeth [Way?/Hurst?] Smoot Alexander were 
as follows: 


9. Elizabeth Alexander, born 1792 Northumberland County. Her father's 
will named her Betty. A Betsy Alexander married John D. Henry 4 May 
1817, Lewis County, (W)Va. We find no further information on them. 

10. Jesse Alexander, born 1795 Northumberland County. He probably died 
1816-1820 Lewis Co., (W)Va., or joined Betsy and John Henry wherever 
they went, as we find no further record of him. 

11. Vincent Alexander, born 1798, will be the focus of the remainder of 
this family history. ; 


Vincent Alexander, son of Rawleigh Alexander and of Elizabeth [Way? 
Hurst?] Smoot, born 12 May 1798 Northumberland Co., Va.; died 6 Aug 1861 
(63) Lewis Co., (W)Va.; buried Hurst Cemetery, Hurst, Lewis Co., (W)Va.. He was 
married (1) 9 Dec 1816, Harrison Co., (West) Virginia., to Rebecca Estlack, 
daughter of Joseph Estlack and of Hannah Lippencoat Salisbury; and was 
married (2) 19 Aug 1819, Randolph Co., (West) Virginia. to Mary England; and 
was married (3) 15 Mar 1821, Lewis Co., (West) Virginia. to Mary “Polly” Winans, 
daughter of Isaac Winans and of Ruth Ayers. 


After Rawleigh Alexander, Vincent's father, died in Northumberland 
County, Va., in 1803, his mother moved to Harrison County, (W)Va., with at 
least four of her children - Winifred Smoot, and Vincent, Elizabeth and Jesse 
Alexander. 


On 20 Aug 1811, Thomas McWhorter, an attorney in Harrison County, 
was named guardian of Vincent, his sister, Elizabeth, and his brother, Jesse, 
“orphans of Rawley Alexander". McWhorter made a trip to Northumberland 
County to get the children's property, presumably the slaves inherited from 
Rawleigh's estate. It took McWhorter 20 days in September 1811, to make the 
entire trip. 


The guardianship record is located in Harrison County Minute Book 
1811-1812, page 104. David Stringer and John Edmunds were McWhorter's 
security. Harrison County Will Book 2, page 32 notes that McWhorter claimed 
expenses of $32.08 for his trip on behalf of the children. This record has 
confused researchers because there is no comma between the children's 
names, making it look as if there were two children, Elizabeth Vincent and Jesse 
Alexander. 


At age 18, Vincent married Rebecca Estlack with his mother's permission 
for the "mach". Elizabeth signed her permission with an X which was witnessed 
by Daniel McCan and John Hurst. 
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Lewis County was formed from Harrison County in 1816. Whether 
Vincent's actual place of residence changed, we do not know. Most likely, he 
was living in the present-day Jane Lew area. Records on Vincent after 1816 are 
located in Lewis County. 


Lewis County court records indicate that Rebecca probably died before 
February 1818, when Dr. Josiah Henderson sued Vincent for $30. The doctor 
stated that he had made four. visits and prescribed "sundry medicines" for the 
“wife of the defendant," Vincent Alexander. A court battle ensued until April 
1821. 


One might assume that Rebecca died and perhaps Vincent felt that he 
shouldn't have to pay the bill since the doctor was not able to save her. When 
the court battle was settled, Vincent was ordered to pay $75.36, including 
court costs and interest. 


Rebecca probably died in childbirth or soon after her daughter Elizabeth 
was born 6 Oct 1817. 


We find Vincent in court again in September 1819. A summons was 
issued 14 Jun 1819 for assault and battery, stating he "with force and arms, did 
commit assault on the body of Elisha Hall". 


Regarding Vincent's second marriage, it should be noted that there are 
records in Randolph County, (West) Virginia, of an Elias Alexander. Could this 
be "Ellis" named earlier? Perhaps Vincent met Mary England while visiting 
Elias/Ellis in Randolph County, after Rebecca’s death. Vincent's second wife, 
Mary England Alexander, does not show up in the 1820 census. We can only 
assume she died soon after the wedding, or this Vincent and Mary Alexander 
may be a completely different couple and never lived in Lewis County. 


There is.a child and an older woman in Vincent's Lewis County home in 
the 1820 census. They are probably his mother and his daughter, both named 
Elizabeth Alexander. 


In November 1820, Vincent served on a jury in Lewis County. 


We'll probably never know much more about Vincent's personality unless 
a diary or personal letters are discovered. It would appear he was a sensitive 
young man who could be quite stubborn and even hot-tempered when angered. 
After all, he was the youngest child in a family with 10 older brothers and 
sisters and five stepbrothers and sisters. As he matured he became a well- 
respected citizen, holding responsible jobs, including elected positions. 


He served as postmaster while living on Rush Run on Freeman's Creek 
near Freemansburg, Lewis County, (West) Virginia 


Vincent bought more than 2,000 acres of land, mostly in the western 
Lewis County area, during his lifetime. 


He was elected Justice for the Fourth District of Lewis County in 1852 
and again in 1856 (ustice would be an equivalent of today's County 
Commissioner). The Fourth District included the valleys of Freeman's Creek, 
Leading Creek, Fink Creek and their branches. 


He served as church treasurer and as deacon for the Freeman's Creek 
Baptist Church, organized 12 Nov 1831, at Freemansburg. After his death, his 
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heirs donated a tract of land to the church. Today a wood frame church 
building has replaced an early log structure. Vincent's oldest son, Wiiliam, is 
buried behind the church in the large cemetery. 


Vincent died as the result of injuries he received in a fall, probably in 
some type of farm accident. 


The appraisement bill of Vincent's personal estate shows that he was a 
farmer with about 14 head of sheep, 13 hogs, one grey mare and one colt. He 
owned many tools and a set of books. The estate sold for $221.66 on 8 Mar 
1862. 


Chancery Court records in Lewis County name Vincent's heirs as: Mary 
Alexander, widow; Jesse D. Alexander; William Alexander; Washington 
Alexander; Vincent Hurst and his wife, the former Eliza Alexander; Emily 
Alexander; Sarena Alexander; George Snyder and his wife, the former Amy 
Alexander; Hezekiah Stout and his wife, the former Elizabeth Alexander. 


Vincent's widow, Mary "Polly" Winans Alexander, bought 88 acres on 
Little Cove Creek in 1869 where she lived until her death of paralysis 17 Sep 
1874. She left the acreage to her unmarried daughters, Emily and Cerina. 


Vincent and Mary are buried at Hurst Cemetery at Hurst.

Final notes: \t is perhaps unfair for researchers in the 21st century to guess 
that Rawleigh Alexander may have been illegitimate because we have found no 
18th century records substantiating his parentage. We've searched every 
known record in Northumberland County with no satisfactory results. We admit 
we have not followed up on the Baily or Edwards families to see if they possess 
any family information. 


Regarding Winifred Smoot, daughter of Charles and Elizabeth Smoot (later 
Alexander), the author believes she is the “Winny Smutell who married john 
Hurst in Harrison County, (West) Virginia, in 1810". John Hurst and Vincent 
Alexander are seen together throughout Lewis County court records. If this 
assumption of relationship is correct, Vincent and John would have been step 
brothers-in-law: 


There were Hurst families in early Northumberland County. Winny's death 
record in Lewis County gives her mother's maiden name as Hurst, but since 
that is the only record with that information, it is not accepted as fact at this 
time. If there is a relationship, it could explain why Elizabeth moved to the 
Lewis County area. 


There is a Vincent Alexander in the 1810 Harrison County census. Our Vincent 
would only have been 12 years old at that time. We have found no relationship 
to this Vincent Alexander. In fact, his surname may have been Sandy, rather 
than Alexander. He died in Harrison County ca 1817. His wife signed her 
name as Malinda Sandy. 


We have collected a great deal of information on Vincent's descendants. Many 
of them remain in West Virginia, while many others have scattered west to 
Ohio, Missouri, jowa, Texas, California, etc. If anyone reading this believes 
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they are related to this family, please contact Connie Street, 325 Franklin Ave., 
Wapello, IA 52653.

Aug. 20, 1811. The court doth assign Thomas McWhorter guardian to 
Elizabeth Alexander, Vincent Alexander and Jesse Alexander, orphans of 
Rawleigh Alexander deceased and therupon said Thomas McWhorter with David 
Stringer and John Edmunds his sec., entered into and acknowledged their bond 
in the penalty of $1,500 with condition according to law.

Thomas McWhorter of Alessanders. Bill of Thomas McWhorters. Expenditure 
in going to Northumberland County, Virginia in order to get the property of 
Eloizabeth Vincent and Jesse Alexander from the 29" of August 1811 to the 18” 
of September 1811 $14 Traveling to Northumberland and back 20 days $15 
attending court on their business $3 Total Amount $32.08. 


According to an order of the Court of Harrison County at the September term 
after having been sworn have settled with Thomas McWhorter Guardian of 
Elizabeth. Vincent and Jesse Alexander and report to the court that the above 
is a true settlement given under our hands this 13" of November 1811.

(Note the lack of a comma between Elizabeth and Vincent. This punctuation 


error has caused a lot of researchers through the years to ask, Who was 
Elizabeth Vincent?)

This book was owned by Paul Teter Mitchel (born 1822), a grand son of Rev. 
John Mitchel. He used this book as a record of what he owed and who owed him 
(abbreviated dr or Dr). Also included are births, deaths and marriages of members of his 
family and personal notations. There are two indexes, one in front and one in back. The 
writing was done in pencil and quill and ink. After a page was filled or a balance was 
paid off, it was crossed out in pencil. After Paul’s death in 1898, someone else took 
over filling in family records. This has been copied as P.T. wrote it, spelling and all. 
The words, "when this you see, remember me" were written on the inside cover 
(probably by one of the children). The notebook is brown, - about 6"x7" with a leather 
and paper binding and cover. It is owned by Jim and Vikki Mitchell.

Dr. Luther Samson Brock, M.D. 


Dr. Luther Samson Brock, M.D., has been closely identified with the 
history of the City of Morgantown for upwards of half a century, during which 
time he has won success and prominence both in the profession of medicine 
and in business circles, and is today recognized as one of the leaders in the 
public affairs of the community, as well as one of the worthwhile men of West 
Virginia 


Doctor Brock was born in Greene County, Pennsylvania, December 19, 1844, 
a son of Fletcher and Rachel! Stephenson Brock. This branch Of the Block family 
is descended from Burbridge Brock, who came to America from England, 
settling in New Jersey in the middle of the seventeenth century. His son William, 
who was born in Near Jersey in 1760, wed Margaret Dunn, and brought his 
family to the borderland of Virginia, where he settled on land lying on each side 
of the “Mason and Dixon Line" in Pennsylvania and Virginia (now West Virginia). 
Fletcher Brock, son of William and father of Dr. Luther B. Brock, was born in 
Virginia May 8, 1807. He built his home practically upon the spot where he was 
born, on land touching and overlapping the “Mason and Dixon Line,” and 
became a prominent citizen of his section. While his business was in Virginia, 
his home was in Pennsylvania and he was always a citizen of the Keystone State, 
which he represented in the Legislature. In 1829 he was united in marriage with 
Miss Rachel Stephenson, of Waynesburg, Pennsylvania, and four sons and five 
daughters were born to them, two of the sons dying in infancy. Of the five 
daughters, three are now living: Mrs. Cynthia B. Glenn and Mrs. Harriet B. 
Showalter of Kansas City, Missouri, and Miss Martha Brock of Morgantown. 


Living on the borderline between the states of Pennsylvania and Virginia (now 
West Virginia), Luther S. Brock attended the free schools of Pennsylvania and the 
subscription schools of Virginia. At the age of fourteen he entered the 
Monongalia Academy at Morgantown, an institution of very high grade and 
standing where he completed the full course. He read medicine under the 
preceptorship of his brother, Dr. Hugh Workman Brock, who after the death of 
their father had taken upon himself the care and education of his younger 
brother and sisters. After his graduation from Jefferson Medical College, 
Philadelphia, with the degree of Doctor of Medicine, in 1874, Dr. Luther S. Brock 
entered the general practice of medicine in partnership with his brother, Dr. 
Hugh Workman Brock, a distinguished physician and surgeon of Morgantown, 
an association which was terminated by the death of the latter in 1882. Since 
the above year he has been a senior member of the firm of Brock and Wade of 
Morgantown, the junior member being Dr. Spencer S. Wade. During the more 
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active years of Dr. Brock's professional labors, his practice extended over a 
broad area of surrounding country, often reaching beyond the border of the 
neighboring states. 


For a number the years Dr. Brock served as a member of the United States 
Board of Examining Surgeons, and under the administration of Governor A. B. 
Fleming and Governor William E. Glasscock, served as a member of the State 
Board of Health of West Virginia. He likewise was a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Fairmont Miners' Hospital, in the locating of which institution he 
was largely instrumental. He also served as president of the West Virginia State 
Medical Society, and was one of the founders of the Monongalia County Medical 
Society, and for several years was its president. He is still a member of these 
societies and of the American Medical Association. He served for at least fifteen 
years as a member of the Morgantown School Board, and still retains a keen 
interest in educational affairs. He is a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and has been for many years one of its trustees. 


Doctor Brock has been one of the Board of Directors and vice-president of the 
Bank of the Monongahela Valley since its organization in 1888, and is now its 
president. He was one of the founders of the Morgantown Brick Company, and 
has been its vice-president since its organization. 


In 1891 Dr. Brock wee united in marriage with Miss Agnes Lauck, daughter of 
Rev. William and Sarah (Benny) Lauck, of Beaver, Pennsylvania, and to their 
union two daughters and one son have been born: Rachel Stephenson, who is 
deceased; Eleanor who has won national distinction as a singer; and Robert 
Luther, a graduate of the West Virginia University, who served during the World 


war with the rank of lieutenant, and is now married and living in Morgantown.
